BUSY. 


If the farmer anticipates making 
vood crops this season, he is now pretty 
b wy—deeply engaged in plowing, 
planting potatoes, vegetabies, corn and 
grain. Do not neg‘ect your work, yet 
if your ground regiires it, delay your 
plowing until the ground is so dry that 
it will not be compacted into heavy, 
solid clods. Light soils and gravels 
may be worked quite wet, but loam 
soils are damaged by plowing just in 
proportion as clay preponderates, 

THE GARDEN 


Set out grape cuttings of two or three 
eyes each, in a well prepared bed, let 
the upper eye be just above the sur- 
f ce, and crowd the soil firmly against 
them. Daarf trees may be planted: 

Piow or spade up the parts of your 
garden not yet p'anted, using a plenty 
of manure. Fuk in the manure on 
asparagus beds. Piants in cold frames 
can be exposed in such weather as we 
are having. Much of the garden seed 
generally planted on farm gardens, can 
be putis the ground, or in hot bads 


Ow. 

Piant English peas for a continued 
crop. Make the soil rich for first crop. 
Sow extra early seed shallow, with 
strong heating manure or guano. P.ant 
the main crop deep. 

You can now plant 
corn, though full early. 

THE ORCHARD 
Pruning alone will not bring out fruit 
trees. Their great need is food. This 
being supplied, pruning, scraping and 
other treatment will prove beneficial. 
There shuld be a generous applica- 
tion of baro yard manure; # good pian 
is to spread over the surtace and turn 
under with a shallow plow. In the 
absence of the manure, some green 
crop can be turned under with appli- 
cation of lime or ashes. 
In trimming your tree, see well what 
you aredoing. If branches are decayed 
or broken, if the head or top of the tree 
is 30 dense light cannot well penetrate, 
if the limbs rub or cross each other, 
then use the saw. 
The preferabie time for trimming is 
when severe weather 1s over, and be~ 
fore vegetation has started. 
Scraping and washing the old barks 
is beneficial. 
Coal ashes, when spread around bers 
ry bushes of any sort, or around grape 
vines, will aid materiallv in the pro- 
duction of fruit.

At this time there are several excel- 
lent gentlemen of this city, who are 
sick und tired of the struggle ior life in 
a crowd, of the fierce competition for 
money and to “keep up appearances,” 
and have determined to strike out into 
the country. Tuaese gantlemen show 
good judgment. It does not require a 
reat veal otf money now to purchase a 
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made, 
It ia often rather a matter of surprise 
to see 80 many, and some of them with 
means at their command, hanging 
around towns and villages waiting for 
some business opening Why do they 
not try the country? They can live 
easier, more independently, have more 
leisure and better health inthe country, 
than confining themselve3 to astore or 
office in the city or town. 

POULTRY. 
It is about the time, very nearly, 
when the hen stands in the fence cor- 
ner, or in tha sunshiny part of the 
yard, and sings—and this means busi- 
ness with her. If you have chickens, 
and keep them either for diversion, 
pleasure or profit, you must attend to 
them. Bring up your fowls with care, 
giving them grass runs and shade in 
the summer, plenty of green food, good 
ventilation ; in short, provide for their 
comfort and convenience; they will 
show excellent health and constitution 
and prove profitable. Farmers should 
improve their breed of chickens. Why 
not? Thoroughbreds lay more eggs 
and give more pounds of flesh than the 
common chicken, for the same quantity 
of feed and care. In fact, experiments 
are now demonstrating that pure bred 
fowls are heavier, finer and hardier 
than the common chicken. They lay 
more, larger and richer eggs. They 
come to maturity sooner. They are 
more quiet generally about the farm, 
and they are healthier, 
In feeding your fowls, vary their 
food. Corn is not so good for produc 
ing eggs as wheat. A good summer 
food is a mixture of one-half bran and 
one-half meal. Keep convenient to 
your chickens old mortar, gravel dust, 
ground oyster shells, or a box of dry 
earth with a little flour of sulphur in it. 
Kerosene oil mixed in the soft food 
of chickens, and given once in a while, 
ia good for roupy fowls. Charcoal pul- 
verized and mixed is beneficial to fowls, 
to purify the system. 
SHEEP. 


A cross of the common with some 
long wool breed of sheep will improve 
both the carcass and fleece. A cross of 
the American merino will improve the 
fleece in weight, and the carcass will be 
improved in proportion. 

A cross with Southdown will add to 
the quality of the meat, and wili add 
slightly to the weight of the fleece. A 
cross of the Cotswold will increase the 
weight of the carcass, give length to the 
Heece and will so improve it as to add 
to its marked vaiua. 

Perhaps it is not generally known, 
but it is true, that on an average there 
is more profit in keeping sheep in this 
country than in any other; and if our 
planters and farmers would embark 
more in sheep culture, and give the 
business care and attention they would 
be satisfied with the resulta. 

Mr. Mechi, the famous scientific 
farmer of England, estimates that fit- 
teen hundred sheep folded on an acre 
of land for twenty-four hours, or one 
hundred sheep for fifteen days, would 
manure the land sufficiently to carry it 
through a four years’ rotation. 

Aside from the benefit to land, the 
lamb and mutton furnished the farm- 
er’s family and for market adds greaily 
to the profit. Then comes in the profit 
from the wool. 

Procure you a few sheep, then pro- 
vide yourself witha full blood ram. 
Your flock will rapidly improve. In 
the care of sheep see to it that (Mey are 
kept dry under foot. Never let them 
stand or lie in mud or sleet. If a ewe 
loses her lamb milk her aily fora few 
days and mix a little alum with her 
salt. Your weak or sick sheep should 
be kept apart in the fall from the strong. 
If your sheep get hurt catch it and wah 
the wound with some healing lotion. 
If a leg 1s broken bind it with splinters 
tightly, loosening as the limb swells. 
Ifa sheep becomes lame examine its 


| foot, clean out between the hoofs; if 


| unsound apply tobacco with blue vitro 

boiled in a little water. When a sheep 
begias to shed its wool shear at once, 
un‘ess very cold. Keep none but good 
sheep, and give them your personal at. 
tention. 

The Hon. Tom Orutehfield, of Ten- 
nessee, recentiy read an admirable 
paper on sheep husbandry before the 
S:ock Breeders association in Nashville. 
We have not space to republish it, but 
take some extracts from it on the 
profits. Hesays: Inerease the num- 
ber of sheep improved to the capacity 
of the state, and give to sheep raisers 
proper protection laws and the benefi 
cial results would be almost incalcula- 
bie’ I1 one sense of the word sheep 
husbandry may be classed among the 
similar industries of the state, because 
it is so economical in all its bearings,and 
30 little capital is required to eng.ge in 
it, even on an extensive acale, et in 
the aggregate it is, how J have done so. 

My ewes are now lambing, in which 
they have heretofore been very profi- 
cient. At one time 33 ewes brought 
consecutively,74 lambs; 22 baving twins 
and the 231 triplets. In 1877, 50 ewes 
raised 79 lambs,

But 1 am sure that the farmer of Ten- 
nessee who will have ordinary jadg- 
ment in making his selections and 
ordinary care in handling his flock, 
adapting the same to the capacity of his 
farm, will reap a greater profit in pro- 
portion to the capital invested, than 
from any other source’ His flock will 
be to him better than government or 
state bonds, returning to him annually, 
or semi-annually if he desires it, cou- 
pon {l3ece far exceeding in interest any 
government or state bond, with no fear 
of repudiation constantly staring him

FLORAL ITEMS, 
—Take up, diyide and reset clumps 
of herbaceous perennials that have 
become too large. Fiowering shrubs of 
all kinds may be transplanted and 
pruaed. Transplant al! kinds of decid- 
uous ornamental! trees. U ncover gradu- 
ally the bed of bulbs planted last fall. 
Sow hardy annuals in the open ground 
and tender annualsin hot bed, or in 
boxes in the house. 


—House plants: The warmth of the 
sun will require more attention to air- 
ing and watering. Shading may soon be 
required in midday. Tuberoses and 
Japan lilies may be potted and forward 
ed in the house, ready to turn out after 
awhile. Re-pot those plants making a 
new growth, if their roots are crowded. 
Prune shrubs that have done flowering. 
FARM NOTES. 
—If you have it, a frequent change ot 
food for stock is very desirable just at 
this season. 


—Not long now before cows will be 
comingin She should be kept quiet, 
though permitted to take exercise. Her 
food should not be too stimulating. <A 
cow during the period of gestation re- 
quires good care and should be kept in 
good condition if satisfactory results are 
expected. 

—Georgia has 319. sheep. 

— Calves,and yearlings, and cows, 
infested with lice, should ba freed: by 
rubbing the skin with a mixture of 
sweet oil and kerosene in equal parts. 
— Farmers should remember that it 
costs much more to get stock up when 
they are once run down than it does to 
keep them up if attended to. 
—Experience shows that the farmer 
who raises his wheat, his corn, his 
mules and his pork at home succeeds 
better than the one who raises only 
one article. 

—lIsolate breeding sows give warm, 
well strawed beds, feed roots, if you 
have them, sprinkled with a little meal. 
Charcoal dust promotes good digestion. 


THE HORSE, 

Farmers generally do not look after 
the comfort and health of their horses 
as closely as they should. We give a 
few receipts in this issue that may 
prove beneficial : 

—CoL_ts.—No attempt should be 
made to putacolt to work until he is 
three years old, and then better not ex- 
act any wor< beyond gentle exercising 
until he is four and one-half years old. 
Although this may not seem to be 
profitable at first, it will prove so in 
the end, for it will add six years to a 
horse’s working time. 

—Weak Feet.—Some horses have 
naturaliy weak feet, thin heels and 

brittle walis, with a tendency in them 
tosplit up into layers where the nails 
are driven. These will be greatly re 

lieved if the feet are occasionally put 
into a good wet bran pouitice over night, 
taken out in the morning, carefully 
washed, and es soon as they become 
thoroughly dry,covered with a mixture 
something like the following: Take 
equal parts of castor oil, mutton suet 
and Barbadoes tar; melt them together 
over a slow fire, and when cold apply 
over the whole whoof three or four 
times a week. 

—Remepy ror Sceatcuss.—Take 1 
pint of fish oij; 2 ounce of verdigris; | 
tablespoonful of salt; heat well and stir 
thoroughly; then add 2 ounces of white 
hellebore powder and 3 onnces of sul- 
phur; stir as it cools; then rub in with 
end of the fingers, filling all cracks. 
After a day or two wash thoroughly 
with caatile soap, and rub nearly dry, 
when fill all the hair, as well as the 
sore, with dry sulphur. Use the salve 
until all the scabs come off, when only 
the sulphur need be used. scabs 
show again, nse salve again. Whenever 
the iegs are wet, dry with the sulphur. 
Use and report.

How the Wall Street Operator Makes 
iis Millions—A Story that wi‘) Star- 
tle a Great Many People 
Washington Specia! to the Memphis Appeal 
The New York Sun of toxmorrow will 

contain the story of Jay Gould’s ob 

taining from Mrs. Morgan L. Smith, 
through the wife of Justice Miller, of 
the supreme court, the information in 

advance that the court wou'd deliver a 

decision favorable to the Union Pa- 

cific railroad company in the famous 
interest suit. This suit, be it remem- 
bered, was brought by the government 
to compel the company to pay the past 
due interest on the bonds guaranteed 
by it. Gould made the arrangement 
with Mrs. Smith through Judge Ful- 
lerton, of New York, giving him three 
calls,payable to bearer, for twenty-five 
hundred shares of the Union Pacific 
stock, at sixty-seven cents. The Suo 
to-morrow prints copies of these calis. 

The information was furnished to 

Guuld by Mrs. Smith, two weeks in ad- 

vance of the announcement of the de« 

cision. Union Pacific stock sold a few 
days after the judgment was rendered 
for eighty-two and one-fourth cents. 

When the calls were presented and 

Gould refused to honor them, he was 

sued in the supreme court of Kings 

countv, New York, the calls having 
been assigaed to a mythical person 

known as John Fowler. Gonid filed a 

demurrer setting forth that this was a 

contract contra pro bono mores. He 

defied them to proceed with the suit, 
and Mrs. Smith, knowing that a trial 
would bring out all the facts as to how 
the information was obtained, did not 
dare to proceed. Judge Fallerton there- 
fore advised her to fight Gould here. 

The calls and other papers connecied 

with the case were placed in the hands 

of Cot. Hannegan. The suitin New 

York bas been discontinued, and ne- 

gotiations witb Gould fora settlement 

are now ip progress ; but the Sun’s en- 
terprise will probably block the game.

Wasnineton, March 4—Did yon 
ever see Alexander H. Stephens as he 
appears in the house of representa- 
tives? If you have, you unquestionably 
saw a thin, yes, very thin, feeble, hag- 
gard and an almost worn out creature. 
A little bit of a ninety pounder, which 
seated in its invalid chair looks as 
much lost in immensity a3 a three 
weeks old baby in grandmother’s chair. 
He sits as though it was but an hour 
till resurrection morn, and he was the 
appoin‘ed messenger to catch the first 
sound of the trumpet. He is the em- 
bodiment of absolute physical nothing- 
ness coupled with gigantic intelligence 
as it fights the last battles of earth. 
When in his place in the house, he 
displays his usual nervousness and 
anxiety,and seems to be not only 
crowded but overflowed with work. 
Those bright, sparkling eyes, peering 
out of an a!most fl »shiess skull, are jast 
as bright and restless now as tweuty 
years ago, when he was the idol of 
Georgia and the pride of the south— 
and he is not far trom being that now. 
His nose is more peaked, his lips are 
thinner, his cheeks more bloodless and 
wrinkled now than then, but there is re- 
maining enough of the original 
fire and genius to give him 
not only rank, tmt prominence. 
He is the link connecting the 
bloody and tempestuous past with the 
peaceful and almost quiet present. He 
always held a high rank in the national 
councils asa speaker. He is not an 
orator—far from it. He laeks the 
voice, the declamation, the magnetic 
skill, the physical force that all orators 
must own, but yet he is « speaker of 
large influences and of wielding power. 
Did you ever hear him speak? If so, . 
you heard a little old man speaking in 
a thin, squeakish, semi-shrill voice, 
speaking in hurried accents, but using 
choice, well chosen and fit.ing lan- 
guage; you saw him when laboring 
under a spontaneous thought that 
hurries for articulation roll 
uneasily in his chair and claw nerv- 
ously the air with his lony, wasted bony 
aruisand hands. You saw aman cire- 
less of his surroundings and associa~ 
tions, at that time evidently all con- 
trolled and absorbed by the then enga- 
ging theme. You heard a speaker that 
you will never f orget. not that he struck 
you as being a great speaker of cultured 
address, using polished phrases and 
speaking with a silvered tongue, but a 
speaker who seemel to glow through 
every nerve and fibre with the magni- 
tude and imporiance of the question 
that he was treating. His notes would 
strike your ear and remain there, the 
same as the last dying glimmer of some 
great voleano would imprint itself 
upon your eyes—the last fi ful burst 
of flame, that was struggling to in- 
crease its atrength and volume, but in 
vain. Stepiens isfar from being the 
leader of the house, it may be owing to 
his physical weakness and to his age. 
He stands simply as a great counsellor, 
ant planner and organizer,no longer as 
an executive. Is is inreality only one 
ot the big tions behind the curtain that 
is 80 netimes allowed to perform on the 
stage. He is a conservative now, as he 
always has been, and his moderate 
councils to his party have of'times been 
productive of muck peace when war 
and b'ood would else have held sway. 
Hig committee work is small; in fact, 
he is not able to atiend to much, He 
ig Chairman of the almost insigniticant 
committee on weights and 
measures, an important commit- 
tee for 4 man of business, 
but a poor one for an expectant states— 
man. When he speaks S seldom uses 
notes, although he is carefully prepared 
with the subject; he hasa contempt 
for reporters, and frequently treate 
them illy; he is not especially beloved 
by a majority of his colleagues, though 
all are friendly to him, and consider 
him with respect, and may be, rever- 
ence, but to a large number he is quite 
popular and stands almost as a 
‘Pater Familias.” It is a wonder how 
long he lasts. He has been dying for 
twenty years, but here he is just the 
same almost as then, but some day the 
string that has been so long strung on 
the bow of life will snup and Alexander 
8S ephens wil! follow his fathers to the 
cold land of dreams.

ply injare the cause without doing any 
good. 


Tue Union Pacific owes the govern- 
ment $27,236,512 bonds, and $10, 554,- 
768 interest; and the Central Pacitic 
owes $25,885,120 bonds, and $12 644.- 
627 interest—the total indebtedness of 
the two roads being $76,521,027; and 
this sum is steadily growing with the 
accretions of unpad interest; it will 
continue to grow till the bonds issued 
to the roads shall fali due, fifteen to 
cighteen years hence, when it will pro- 
bably be $100,000 000. Such an indebt- 
edness would of course mean the con- 
fiscation of the roads to the United 
States, and they would prove to be 
white elephants in that event. The 
object of the pending senate bill is to 
ereate a sinking fund that will 
meet the indebtedness to the govern- 
ment when it fails due. The companies 
oppose the bill, because they have no 
intention of paying the debt, but if 
there is any firmness and honesty in 
congress the Jay Gould lobby will 
be beaten and these railroad debts 
satisfactorily adjusted. 


THE AVAVHMY FUR 1HE BLIND. 


The annual report of Principal Wil- 
liams of the Georgia Academy for the 

lind shows that the institution is ina 
healthy and prosperous condition, The 
receipts left a handsome balance on 
hand, although the attendance of the 
year increased to sixty-three. Twelve 
new and two former pupils came to the 
institution, while two were graduated 
and eight more ieft for various causes 

On account of the non-assembling of 
the legislature, Prof. Williams presents, 
instead of the usual specific details, a 
general and yet very suggestive review 
of the work of educating the blind. 

The body of the report is occupied 
With a discussion of the special provis- 
ions and appliances suitable to the 
condition of the blind. This part of 
the report is extremelv practical and 
interesting. It embodies Prof. Wil- 
liams’ long experience, and as such it 
should be read by every member of the 
legislature or other person directly in- 
terested in the welfare of the state’s 
sightiess children. These observations 
relate to the moral, mental or physica! 
well-being of the unfortunates. Wwe 
have never seen a better or more con- 
cise discussion of the important ques- 
tions involved. 


WARPING THEIR SERMONS. 

The northern press have recently 
been lamenting the fact that the return 
of the southern representatives to con- 
gress has brought about a return to the 
times when “plantation manners”’ 
ruled the roost in the national capita! 
By “ plantation manners” they mean 
the bluster and bravado of the bully, 
and the picture they draw of the 
southerner is chiefly made up of 4 
broad~brimmed hat, Bowie~kuniyes and 
pistols.

Nevertheless, these same papers re- 
print with much gusto an extract from 
General Brisbin’s recollections of 
Ben Wade, in which the bluff ex-Sena 
toris represented in the character of 
the great northern bulldozer applying ‘ 
the methods of bluster to Gen. Toombs. 
Of course there is no truth in the 
story, but the eagerness with which it 
is caught up by the great moralizers 
constitutes such a curious commentary

HOW DOKS 1T CHEAT? 

The adherents of the money power 
say that every time a piece of debased 
coin changes hands somebody 1s cheat- 
ed. If this is not a delusion with re- 
spect to the silver dollar of 4124 grains, 
then how many millions of poor peo~ 
ple are cheated daily with nickles? 
And. ;yet we have no _ protest 
from “the financial philosophers 
and patriots. They are perfectly wil- 
ling that debased coin, which never 
reaches the coffers of the holders of 
inactive capital, may circulate among 
the people; but when it 1s proposed to 
remonetize the great rival of the gold 
dollar and thus reduce the speculative 
profits that the greed of gain and un-~ 
just legislation have made possible, 
there is a great how! of patriotic rage. 
The truth 1s, if-there has been any 
cheating by the circulation of debased 
coin, the vapitalists owe a heavy debt 
to the people ; but there has been no 
cheating. nickel stamped five cents 
is five cents in commercial value and 
its purchasing power is quite equal 
to that of the sliver 
half-dime. The purchasing power of 
gach, as well as of the gold dollar, does 
not depend on, though it is related to, 
its intrinsic value. So with the silver 
dollar, the greatly~feared rival of goid 
Its purchasing power is equal to that o! 
gold and always has been, and at the 
time of demonetization its intrinsic 
value was superior to that of gold. The 
fact that a coin is “* debased,” to use the 
pet word of the gold organs —that its in- 
trinsic value is not equal to the gold 
standard—no more affects its purchas- 
ing power than the changes of the moon 
affect the price of prunes.

So did General Gordon. 
The bill to provide for

The entire Georgia delegation were 
present, Mr. S:ephens’ management 
of the matter was superb. He permit- 
ted no debate, but through his efforts 
any remarks on this subject that a 
member may desire to haud down to 
posterity are allowed to appear in the 
Kecord. Sunset Oox got in his little 
speech at this stage of tne proceedings. 

The Record for Friday last contain; 
Mr. Beli’s brief speech on the silver 
bill. Wecan not refrain from giving 
one compact paragraph : 

One of the reasons urged by the president in 
support of ibe veto, constitutes, in my judg* 
ment, the strongest reason in favor Of the pass- 
age of the bill. It is alleged in the message that 
silver is worth 10 per cent. lees than gold. Thi 
bill makes $1,800,000,000 of the publie debt that 
was payable by law before its passage in gold 
now payable in silver, worth, according to the 
statement of the executive, ten cents on the dol" 
lar less than gold, thus saving $180, 000,000 to 
the people by reducing the debt to that extent. 
This is no injustice to the bondholders who 
purchased them at $600,000,000 less than their 
face value. The debt, public and private, of this 
country is estimated at $7,500,000,000. Under 
the operation of the resumption act this will be 
converted intoa gold debton the first day of 
January, 1879 Under the operation of this bill 
it will be payable in acoin worth 10 per cent. 
legs than gold, thereby saving to the people of 
this country $750 00,000. 

The biil for the relief of John F. An~« 
drews, postmaster at Washington, Ga., 
was passed.

put through the house the bill granting 
pensions of $8a month to all surviving 
officers, and enlisted and drafted men, 
without regard to color, including mili- 
tia and volunteers, of the military and 
naval service of the United States, who 
served for 14 days in the war with 
Great Britain of 1812, or who were in 
any engagement, and were honorably 
discharged, and to the surviving widows 
of such officers and enlisted and draft- 
ed men. The loss or lack of a certifi 

cate of discharge will not deprive the 
applicant ander this act from its bene~ 
fits, provided other proof can be made 
of service. This-.bill also places on the 
pension rolls any widow of a revolu- 
tionary soldier who -served fourteen 
days or was in any engagement, and it 
justly, after long delay, restores to the 
pension rolls all soldiers heretofore 
receiving pensions, who fought in the 
war against Great Britain of 1812, or in 
any of the Indian wars, but who by an 
ac‘ of congress were dropped from the 
pension rolls for taking up arms against 
the government, “or in any manner 
encouraging the rebels.’”’ It also pro- 
vides for the widows of such soldiers 
whose names had not been placed on 
rolis as provided in the bill, putting 
in a claim for the pension for 
which their husbands had been cut off. 
All of the Georgia delegation voted for 
the bill except Messrs, Cook and Fel- 
ton, who were necessarily absent. Mr. 
‘Bell presented tie petition of 66 citi- 
zens of Rabun county for a post-route 
from the head of Tennessee to Burton’s 
in Georgia; Mr. Candler, the petitions 
ofthe Atlanta Medical and Surgical 
Journal and the Barnesville Gazette, 
for the abolition of duty on type, anu 
Mr. Smith, similar petitions trom the 
publishers of the Cuthbert Me:senger 
and Quitman Rsporter.

An attempt is now being made to get commu 
tation of Johnson's sentence, or to have a bard 
appointed to examine into hie sanity.

Besides this there are 
petitions from several counties in North Georgia, 
and affidavits, going to show that the prisoner 
ie insane.

teen years of age, since which time he has 
never been right in his head she says that his 
passion has always been since that time to kili 
somebody. He has on three ocvasions tried to 
«ill himself, and once did shoot himself in the 
rightarm. At another time, while in one of 
his ‘‘spelis,”’ he cut off one of his fingers. H» 
has frequently threatened the |ives of his family. 

ONCE DECLARED [NSANE, 

Johuson was once declared to be insane by @ 
Bartow county jury, of which Dr. ‘Thomas 
Baker was the head. He was charged with hav- 
ing committe! a rape, and his relatives request - 
ed that he be tried ona writ of lunacy. This 
was done, and he was decided to be inrane. He 
was Carried to Milledgeville aud placed in the 
asylum. He escaped from comfinement there 
pretty soon, and shortly after his return to Rome 
committed the crime for whicn he is about to 
hang.

The Magmates of the Rail in Cen- 
ference. 


We understand that in railroad cir- 
cles yesterday there was quite a flutter of ex- 
citement, owing to the fact that the regular 
retes on freights between this city and New 
York, established ty the railroad pool which 
controls such matters, had been broken into 
by the Atlanta and Charlotte Air-Line and 
that this road was transporting freight from this 
city to New York at eighteen cents per hundred, 
when the rates, as regulated by the pool, called 
forahighersum. In the afternoon a meeting 
was held in the office of Col. John A. Grant, of 
the atlanta and West Point railroad. 

AMON@ THOSE PRESENT 


were ex-Governor Joseph E. Brown, president 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad and presi- 
dent of the railroad pool, Colonel J. G. Foreacre, 
of the Atlanta and Charlotte Air-Line, Colonel 
John A. Grant, of the Atlanta and West Point 
railroai, W. B. Berry, of the Western railroad 
and Mr. 8. K. Johnson, of the Georgia railroad. 

The meeting was an impromptu one gotten 
up in the interest of the pool. 

The difficulty seems to be that the Atlanta 
Coast line,which does not belong to the poo), 148 
been for some weeks past cutting down 
freight between this city and New York, which 
has proved very disastrous to the Georgia rail- 
road, as by the reduction of freights the Coast 
line has controlled a large amount of northern 
patronage. This action of the Atlantic Coast 
line has also taken away from the Atlanta 
and Charlotte Air Line a large amount of north: 
ern freights. 

A day or two since Mr. Foreacre 
secing that he must protect the interest 
oft the road which he represents, telegraphed 
to his agenw to control the freight If 
it had to be taken for 

EIGHTEEN CENTS, 
per hundred pounds. 

The agents acting upon this authority, have 
worked up au immense amount af patronage 
for the Atlanta & Charlotte Air Line. 

Yesterday Col. 8. K. Johnson came to this 
city in the interest of the Georgia road, and a 
mevting of the members of the pool who are 
residents of this city, was called. 

Colonel Foreacre, at the meet-~ 
ing it is said, eX pressed him- 
self fully and satisfactorily in the matter 
stating that it was not his desire to break up the 
pooling system, but that he had reduced the 
rates simply to protect the interests of his road 
Aithough not a member, he was willing to have 
his road go into the combination and would 
wave doue so but for the fact that the 
directors of the road had not authorized him 
until a few days ago to enter the pool combina- 
tion. 

The meeting also discussed the 
advisability of abolishing the sys 
tem of giving passes to passenger and freight 
agents, as they were frequently made to loose 
heavily by these agents, who would ride free 
over the road to some point, at which place 
they would solicit freights for the roads repre- 
sented by them. The meeting adjourned to 
assemble again on Thureday morning next, 
when these important matters will come up for 
discusaion.

is impracticable, from the fact that the officials 
of competing roads cannot be controlled so as to 
work jointly in the system of pooling. At the 
coming meeting on Thursday it is thought that 
the’questions involyed will be warmly discussed 
and that there are probabilities that the pooling 
of freights will be broken up.
